An increase of 55 per cent in the crime 
rate among Americans under 18 in five years 
is no fluke. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation statistics 
showing that 47.2 per cent of the major 
crimes in 1957 were committed by persons 
under 18 cannot be shrugged off as statistical 
happenstance. 
The increase in youthful crime is rising 
steadily year by year. It is associated with 
juvenile delinquency, obviously, but it is the 
whirlwind result of juvenile delinquency; it is 
not the same problem. 
These are crimes of murder, manslaughter, 
rape, 
assault to kill, 
grand larceny, — 
armed robbery and burglary — the major 
affronts to security of life and property. 
These are the crimes that are the symptoms 
of serious civil decay. 
The curious thing about the steadily in­ 
creasing rate of juvenile commission is that 
everybody knows the reason, but nobody 
knows the cure. 
The reason is a widespread breakdown of 
discipline among young men and women. A 
discernible pattern keeps reappearing among 
young criminals. They grow up bad because 
no one accepts responsibility for making them 
grow up good. They lack family security. 


They are the products of broken and disor­ 
ganized families. Lacking ways to assert 
themselves constructively, they assert them­ 
selves destructively. 
They are the wild children of a segment 
of society that is incapable of accepting re­ 
sponsibility for its offspring. 
These things are known. But the remedies 
are obscure and vague. Even if they were 
universally known and agreed on. they would 
have to be applied before the birth of the 
next generation of young hoodlums. Nothing 
can be done now about the ones who have 
gone astray. The United States has yet to 
reap the big whirlwind, when the children 
now going bad for lack of parental care come 
to their bad ends. 
The problem cannot be handed over to 
police authority, social workers, schools and 
courts. It belongs to the American people. 
They alone can tackle its solutions. 
It is more important for each citizen to de­ 
cide what causes it and what can be done 
about it than for all the public agencies to 
wring their hands about it. At best, all the 
public agencies can do is mitigate the con­ 
sequences of a national breakdown of dis­ 
cipline. The cause of the breakdown is per­ 
sonal — the responsibility of every parent. 


Defense For Our Times 


Rarely is a vital issue joined with the forth­ 
right punch that President Eisenhower and 
Rep. Carl Vinson of Georgia put into their 
statements on defense reorganization last 
week 
The President, speaking to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, and Rep. Vin­ 
son, addressing the House as chairman of 
its Armed Services committee, put all their 
cards on the table. 
Rep. Vinson spoke for the traditionalists 
who feel they must defend the evolution of 
congressional control over military affairs. 
President Eisenhower spoke for the pro­ 
gressives who feel that changing circum­ 
stances of strategy demand a sweeping re­ 
form of military organization. 
Rep. Vinson defended the viewpoint that 
Congress is better equipped to formulate mili­ 
tary policy than the commander-in-chief. 
The President put forth the claim that Con­ 
gress should limit its authority to appropria­ 
tions and let the commander-in-chief and his 
deputies formulate military policy with a 
freer hand than has been given them in 
the past. 
Both men made their claims on a basis 
of constitutional authority. They have joined 
a constitutional issue. 
The President seeks unity of direction, not 
only in behalf of maximum military power 
but in behalf of U.S. taxpayers uneasy about 
the ever-mounting cost of national security. 
Rep. Vinson charges that the kind of unity 
the President seeks would be contrary to 
the historic principle that military control 
should be split up among its component parts. 
Rep. Vinson says things have been going 
all right because the United States has won all 
its wars. President Eisenhower says the 
United States won World War II only be­ 
cause it achieved unity of command for an 
emergency and it should take this lesson to 
heart. 
The President points to the danger of bank­ 
rupting the nation by military waste of pub­ 
lic money. Rep. Vinson points to the same 
danger and recommends wholesale cutbacks 
of Pentagon personnel. 
On this, the two men agree—the com­ 
mander-in-chief and the respected 74-year- 
old Georgian who is a staunch friend of the

vaccine a boon to the world. 
With due respect for von Braun’s mastery 
of rocket science, his inclusion with Dr. Salk 
and FBI Director Hoover in an award for 
being a “ great living American” seems out 
of place. He is an American because his 
native country, Germany, was defeated in 
World War IL As a German, he developed 
his missile mastery in an attempt to bring 
victory to his country under Adolph Hitler’s 
leadership in World War II. Thousands of 
noncombatants 
in 
England 
were 
killed, 
wounded and terrorized by his skill. 
He may be a good American now. But he 
is not in a class with a scientist whose sole 
aim has been to improve the lot of mankind, 
or with an outstanding public servant whose 
sole aim has been to secure the United States 
against its enemies. Wernher von Braun 
should have been honored separately, as a 
great living rocketeer

Labor’s Policy May Aid Enemies 


Labor leaders are beginning to 
punish their friends. And they may 
be rewarding their enemies—the 
racketeers—if what I heard last 
Saturday final­ 
ly becomes of­ 
ficial 
national 
policy for the 
AFL-CIO. 
I 
sacrificed 
a day in the 
sun 
t o hear 
thunder hurled 
by Al Hayes, 
chief of labor’s! 
o w n 
police 
court, 
at the 
Victor Riesel 
McClellan committee. Hayes’ man­ 
made lightning also struck the 
avowed friends of labor who have 
pointed out that the rackets are 
so deep in some unions that there 
must be laws to cope with this 
infiltration. 
If what Mr. Hayes said becomes 
national policy—cr at least official­ 
ly reflects the AFL-CIO’s Ethical 
Practices Comm’ttee—labor wants 
no law. whether proposed by Sena­ 
tors John Kennedy, William Know- 
land, Irving Ives or John McClel­ 
lan. And labor apparently is will­ 
ing to see the Senate racket bust­ 
ing committee dismantled rather 
than have it come up with new 
exposures 
which 
might 
incite 
righteous public indignation and 
demands for new legislation this 
year. 
Brother Hayes, leader of one mil­ 
lion machinists, aircraft and mis­ 
sile workers, must have been seri­ 
ous, for he spoke at a New Deal- 
ish gathering of the League for 
Industrial Democracy—on whose 
dais were Senators Herbert Leh­ 
man and Dick Neuberger, ex-Sen. 
Frank Graham, Helen Gahagan 
Douglas 
and 
Norman 
Thomas, 
among others. 


AS HAYES SPOKE in New York, 
the object of his affection, the Mc­ 
Clellan committee staff, was pre­ 
paring to go into one or two small­ 
er unions and then fan out in a 
national fight against the under­ 
world itself. 
For the concentration of the Sen­ 
ate probers the rest of this year 
will be on the gangsters them­ 
selves. These are the men who 
have not only infiltrated unions but 
have set up legitimate businesses 
and even business associations. 
Of course, the committee people 
won’t give you any specifics. But 
from what seeps out, there are 
associations in the garment indus­ 
try, in the juke box field and in 
some trucking areas into which 
the committee probers have been 
looking for months. 
The committee staff, 
for ex­ 
ample, has determined that at 
least ll of the 68 delegates to the 
Nov. 14 national crime convention 
in Appalachin, N. Y., are in the 
manufacturing 
a n d 
distributive 
ends of the garment industry in 
several stat es. 


OBJECTIVE of committee coun­ 
sel Bob Kennedy will be to show 
that some of the “business” as­ 
sociations in a score of states are 
either controlled by or protected 
by the mobs or that the associa­ 
tions use thugs to keep “labor 
peace.” This means that they use 
them against legitimate unions. 
Kennedy’s 
staff 
in 
Chicago— 
which he frequently personally di­ 
rected there—believes it has evi­ 
dence of one restaurant chain us­ 
ing goons to enforce the labor con­ 
ditions that the management had 
decided on. This puts the other 
restaurants at a competitive dis­ 
advantage. 
After the Philadelphia story of 
wayward union finances, democ­ 
racy by muscle and at least one 
shakedown magazine, the commit­ 
tee will call in scores of witnesses 
from other parts of the land. This 
will hit many Midwest cities. The 
details are the committee's secrets 
for now.

Aid For Scholars 


Way Smoothed To A College Education 


The 
way to 
college 
will 
be 
smoothed for an additional thous­ 
and or more bright high school 
students as the result of the Na­ 
tional Merit Scholarship Corpora­ 
tion competition. The exams are 
being given this year in the spring 
instead of the fall for the first 
time, so that an early start can 
be made in the search for figted 
students who might otherwise not 
go to college. The tests will be 
given to second-term juniors or 
first-term seniors. 
This will be the fourth crop, so 
to speak, for the non-profit cor­ 
poration. Merit scholarships were 
awarded 
to 
556 
pre - college 
students in 1956 and to 836 others 
in 1957. 
This year the corporation is of­ 
fering a thousand more scholar­ 
ships. Some 7,200 of the 1957-58 
finalists were given examinations 
in January; the winners are to 
be announced May I. 


FREE - WHEELING capitalist 
philanthropy best 
describes 
the 
National Merit Scholarship Cor­ 
poration. Established in 1955, the 
NMSC describes itself as “an in­ 
dependent, nonprofit 
organization 
whose purpose is to devise and 
administer a nationwide system of 
scholarships f o r higher educa­ 
tion.” 
The Ford Foundation ponied up 
20 million dollars for the corpora­ 
tion, 18 million to be used for 
scholarships and two million for 
costs of administration. The Car­ 
negie Corporation gave half a mil­ 
lion, also for costs. 
Business and industry were — 
and still are — invited to partici­ 
pate. More than 60 organizations 
are now furnishing college schol­ 
arships through NMSC channels. 
The range of givers is interest­ 
ing. Tho McGraw-Hill Publishing 


Company gives 15 scholarships, 
for example, while. the Concrete 
Reinforcing Steel Institute gives 
five, and the Federal Postal Em­ 
ployees Association 
gives 
three. 
One scholarship is furnished by 
the U.S. Marine Raiders Associa­ 
tion, made up of former Raiders 
of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Bat­ 
talions of U.S. Marines. 


NMSC SCHOLARSHIPS are for 
four years, on a basis of need 
The awards range upward from 
a $100 minimum to $2,200 a year 
or more. The average is about 
$650. At the same time the corp­ 
oration. recognizing 
that 
tuition 
generally pays only about half 
the cost of education, furnishes a 
“cost of education” grant to the 
college or university chosen by 
the 
student. 
The 
grant, 
plus 
tuition, ranges up to $1500. 
The grants to 
private 
institu­ 
tions 
a r e 
unrestricted. 
Tax- 
supported schools must use 
the 
money for scholarship assistance 
for other students. 
To one who attended college 
only a decade or two ago. the 
sums may seem high.

cause of the present recession and 
those who want to tackle forth­ 
rightly the reasons for the unem­ 
ployment that has arisen in cer­ 
tain key industries. 
One route could lead to more 
inflation and possibly a crash, fol­ 
lowed by a 
deep 
depression 
a 
couple years hence. 
The other route would lead to a 
sound prosperity with lower and 
lower taxes and more and more 
employment, especially in the so­ 
called durable-goods industries. 
The first route appeals to the 
demagogue. The second route calls 
for the kind of courage that Con­ 
gress rarely exhibits. For it re­ 
quires in the next five years a 
reduction in gove-nment spending 
and 
a 
s t i m u l u s to private 
spending. 
The climax is coming soon. For 
on June 30 next the corporation 
tax automatically drops to 47 per 
cent from the present rate of 52 
per cent.

also should get his cut. 


THIS MUST inevitably lead to a 
negotiation. 
The 
champions 
of 
sound economics have the whip 
han ’. All they need to do is stand 
pat and refuse to agree to any 
unsound 
measures. 
They 
have 
enough votes to block a demogogic 
type of tax reduction bill. And the 
President has the veto power if 
indeed a majority does put such 
a measure through both houses. 
Only a compromise can solve 
the problem and get a new tax 
law enacted. 
What kind 
of 
bill 
could 
get 
through Congress? Backed by an 
overwhelming public 
opinion, 
a 
law could be passed, which the 
President 
probably 
would 
sign, 
that would accomplish these ob­ 
jectives: 
I. To ease the losses in receipts 
to the Treasury by reducing copr­ 
orate tax 
rates 
gradually—two 
points a year—o er a 
five-year 
period so that five years from 


now the rate would be 42 per cent. 
2. To make a gradual reduction 
in individual income taxes over 
the same five-year period so that 
all classes of income 
taxpayers 
would be benefited. 
3. To revise the present system 
whereby depreciation on plant and 
equipment 
extends 
over 
many 
years—sometimes 30 or 50 years 
—and let the deductions for de­ 
preciation be taken in whatever 
length of time the taxpayer se­ 
lects. Once the period is selected, 
it would not be subject to change. 
The Treasury would Lain revenue 
if the period were short, 
inas­ 
much 
as 
profits 
presumably 
would be bigger than normal after 
the depreciation period fixed by 
the taxpayer is over. 
Certainly the heavy-goods indus­ 
tries would b e n e f i t immediately 
because orders would be promptly 
given for new plant and equip­ 
ment. It would be a chance for 
manufacturers generally to bring 
their machinery up to date and 
enable them to achieve a bigger 
output of goods at a lower ex­ 
pense. 


EMPLOYMENT would increase 
substantially all along the line and 
especially in the very categories 
where unemployment 
has 
been 
considerable. Just as soon as re­ 
employment began in the durable 
goods industries, automobile sales, 
for instance, would show a rise. 
There is, however, 
one 
thing 
that could defeat even such a tax 
program—a failure of labor union 
leaders to postpone their demands 
for higher wages at least until re­ 
covery is substantial. 
Another prerequisite to tax re­ 
duction is the pruning of govern­ 
ment expenditures. Just now the 
“Spenders” seem to have it all 
their way. But it’s precisely be­ 
cause the government has been 
forced by Congress into wasteful 
expenditures heretofore that 
the 
dollar has 
been 
depreciated 
in 
purchasing power. The cost of the 
things the government itself buys 
has been inflated due to higher 
labor expenses all along the line. 
That’s why federal budgets have 
risen in recent years. 
A moratorium on wage increas­ 
es, a new tax reduction law to 
stimulate the heavy goods indus­ 
tries by a sensible system of de­ 
preciation and tax relief for corp­ 
orations and individuals on a grad­ 
ual basis over the next five years, 
together with self - restraint on 
wages and prices—this is the pro­ 
gram that would really cure the 
recession. Will Congress have the 
courage to do it? Only if the peo­ 
ple of the nation insist upon such 
a policy.

LeMay Says 
ar Peril Grows 
As Soviet I Ilion Gets Stronger! 


NEW YORK LIV—Gen. Curtis E. 
LeMay said today the threat of 
general war increases each day 
as the Soviet Union grows strong­ 
er. 
But Got. Maxwell D. Taylor 
said general war is less likely 
than limited wars because of the 
nuclear strength of both sides. 
Taylor, Army chief of staff, and 
LeMay, Air Force vice chief of 
staff, prepared their remarks for 
the convention of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Assn Adm 
Harry D. Felt, vice chief cf naval 
operations, also joined in the mili­ 
tary discussions. 
LeMay and Taylor differed on 
‘‘mutual deterrence” — the idea 
that with each side able to de­ 
stroy the other with nuclear weap­ 
ons, neither wiM start a war. 
“The Air Force believe* in de­ 
terrence,” LeMay said. "We do 


not. however, believe in toe false 
security that derives from beiiev-i 
ing the myth of mutual deter­ 
rence.”

Twenty legal, financial and engi­ 
neering representatives, M . d land 
councilmen and officials of th o 
Borough Municipal Authority and 
the Crucible Steel Co. conferred 
Wednesday night on financing of 
the proposed $600,000 sewage dis­ 
posal plant. 
The group decided to postpone 
a decision for 30 days to give fur­ 
ther study to plans for providing 
funds for the project, required by 
the Ohio Valley Sanitation Pact 
They agreed that the cost makes 
it necessary for the authority to 
erect it and then lease it to the 
borough for operation. 
Under this plan, the interest rate 
would be reduced by the guarantee 
of tax revenue standing behind the* 
40-year spread of the bond issue- 
Funds would come from a con-! 
sinner rental system, with all wa­ 
ter customers paying a monthly 
sewage rate. 
The biggest sewage bill will be 
that of Crucible, with some 13 per 
cent of the water it uses subject 
to disposal Crucible uses 70 per 
cent of the water filtered by the 
authority. 
Alternative ways of financing 
were suggested with the authority 
erecting, financing and operating 
the plant or Council and the auth­ 
ority jointly financing with the 
authority erecting and operating, 
but with the consumer rental bill 
as part of both plans. 
Die 30-day postponement wilt I 


give the authority time to estimate! 
capital needs and improvements.' 
This will give an idea of how much 
profit would be available in water 
funds each year over the 40 years 
to retire the bond issue. It is esti­ 
mated $30,000 may be available 
each year. 
A spokesman guarenteed Cruci­ 
ble will purchase water for another 
15 years, a s s u r i n g that much 
steady income. 
It was estimated construction 
would cost $600,000, including legal 
fees advertising for sale of bonds 
Operating expenses were cstimat-i 
ed at some $20,000 annually. 
Water customers will be charg-; 
ed an “average rate” determined 
by dividing the number of house­ 
holds into the annual amount need­ 
ed u pay off the bond issue ana 
operate the plant. This will be the 
annual rate. 
Besides Crucible other large cus­ 
tomers will be Treadwell Construc­ 
tion Co., the Mackintosh-Hemphill 
Division of the E. W. Bliss Co., 
the Titanium Division of Crucible 
and other concerns. 
These will pay a rate determined 
by metering the water they turn 
into the sewers for sanit?ry dis­ 
posal. Crucible will be metered at 
two points where water from the 
sanitary operations is released in­ 
to mains leading to the plant site. 
T h e i r payments will in effect 
lower the rate to be paid by the 
home owners and domestic users. 


Costs of constructing the plant 
will be lowered by non-competitive 
bidding — permitted for an auth 
ority — a lower interest charge by 
bond buyers because of the pos­ 
sible tax boost of some 4 mills 
backing payment and around $5,- 
000 annually through a grant ex­ 
pected by Council and the engi­ 
neering consultants, Chester Engi­ 
neers of Pittsburgh. 
C. K. Stroll, a representative of 
Chester Engineers, said rising con­ 
struction costs have pushed up 
the estimated cost from some 
459,000 
last y e a r 
to 
around 
$600,000. 
He said plans and specifications 
have been approved by the re­ 
gional engineer of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Health Department, J. R. 
Harvey of New Castle. 
He said the authority is consid­ 
ering some improvements, capital 
replacements and Extensions of its 
lines costing around $357,000 The 
financing of these facilities will de­ 
termine how much the authority 
can help in retiring the bond is­ 
sue. 
Richard Steebncr. director of 
public works and borough engi- 
nee said all sewage lines, includ­ 
ing those at Crucible, are installed 
up to the site of the plant at the 
west end of the borough, n e a r 
what is now a slag pit. It was do­ 
nated to the borough by Crucible. 
The lease-back and consumer 
rental 
plans 
were outlined 
by 


Charles Fisher, a representative 
of Singer, Deane & Schribner of 
Pittsburgh, Council’s financial con­ 
sultants. 
Fisher referred to the State Bu­ 
reau of Stream Pollution order for 
Midland to have the plant under 
construction by April 15, said “the 
heat is on” and warned it is time 
to “go ahead or else.” The bor­ 
ough faces a fine for delay with­ 
out cause. 
He set the 30-dhy period for the 
authority to determine if it has the 
ability to support the construction. 
He explained that his firm then 
would come up with the final esti­ 
mates of the cost to Crucible, other 
large customers and domestic us­ 
ers. 
Council would then turn over 
the present sewers to the author­ 
ity. The authority would sell the 
bonds, through Singer, Deane & 
Scribner, construct the plant and 
lease it back to the borough for 
operation under a Street and Sew­ 
er Department, Fisher explained.
